CROP REPORT 


Excessive Bains Have Re- 


tarded Work on 


Farms. 


Columbus, O.. Nov. 7.—The report 


of the Ohio department of agricul- 
ture on the condition of crops in 
Ohio, issued monthly, shows that re- 
cent heavy rainfalls hare damaged 
both the wheat and corn crops, and 
that both crops will be considerably 
less than last year. 


Only 1,915,738 acres of wheat have 


been seeded for 1912, which 's 94 per 
cent of the ground seeded In wheat 
last year. The small acreage is at- 
tributed to excessive rainfall at seed- 
ing time. It is estimated that 6 per 
cent of the potato crop is affected by 
rot, and that the product will be 
32.000 acres less than last year. 


Corn prospects are that only 90 


per cent of the 
crop will pull 


through, reports of damage by mould- 
ing in the shock being general all 
over the state.

Newspapers from Circleville state 


that the Dean law will be enforced, 
the ' Business 
Men's 
league, which

it upon themselves to maintain their 
organization and see. that the law is 
mforced, which, the paper says, has 
not been done since the ccuuty was 
voted dry three years ago. 


The Dean law prescribes: 
That every keeper of a saloon must 


give the name of the manager and 
real owner of the place.

of the firm is an unnaturalized citi- 
zen.

Must answer if any member has 


ever been convicted of a felony. 


• Have they permitted gambling in 


or in connection with the saloon? 


Have they permitted liquors to be 


sold to minors, or to Intoxicated per-.

And if the answer is in the affirma- 


tive to any one of the questions, the 
salbonist shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be fined, upon indictment 
and conviction, for from $200 to $1000 
or imprisoned from six months to 
two years, or both. 
' Any dealer making false answer to 
these questions which are propounded 
annually by the assessor, shall 
be 


deemed- guilty of misdemeanor sub 
ject to a fine of from $100 to .$500 or 
imprisonment. 
, 


At any time,if a place where liquor 


is sold is conducted in a disorderly 
manner, upon written complaint of 
five taxpayers, the solicitor or the 
prosecutor shall, or may without any 
such complaint, institute proceedings 
in the common pleas court and the 
court may on proof order the "place 
abated as a nuisance- And any firm 
thus abated shall be fined from $200 
to $1000 or Imprisoned, or both.

its funeral features the court np- 
piovcs this plan. T.-e attorwy gen- 
eral asked for many modifications 
and restrictions. The most important 
of such requests the court refuses. 
It refuses to order that for five years 
the tase bo kept open and the com- 
panies be kept under the direction of 
the court. It refuses to oider tlie 
sale of tho property of tho United 
Cl«ar Stores company 
but permits 


the ownership and conduct of the re- 
tall tobacco business. It enjoined the 
2!) individual 
defendants 
from in- 


creasing their holdings of feccurilics 
n tho four constituent companies, 
but placed tho period of this Injunc- 
tion at three years Instead of five, as 
requested by Mr. Wlekersham.

ordered that the company which Is 
to be dissolved, that Is, the dominant 
company, keep its books and records, 
[>ut this order was made owing fo 
itlgatlon between tho company and 
private concerns rather than with 
tho government.
